CHAPTER 107.

AN ACT to amend chapter twenty-five of the laws of 1876, en-
titled “An act to create a municipal court for the county of
Chippewa.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senale
and assembly, do enact as follows:

Amendment; SecrioN 1. Section two, chapter twenty-five of the
fhaney—bow  general laws of 1876, entitled “An act to create a mun-
icipal court for the county of Chippewa,” is bereby
amended by adding thereto, at the end thereof, the
words, “and in case of vacancy occurring in the office of
municipal judge, the vacancyshall be filled by appoint-
ment by the governor, and the person appointed to fill
such vacancy shall continue in office for the residue of
the term for which his predecessor was elected.”
The nearest SecTiOoN 2. Section eight of said chapter is hereby
Pecai®  amended by striking out the werds “county judge” whea
tavejurtsdic-  they appear in the first line of said section, and by in-
serting 1o lieu thereof the words “the nearest justice of
the peace of said county,” so that said section when
amended shall reud as follows: The nearest justice of
the peace of suid county, in case of a vacancy in the
office of the municipal judge of said county, or in bis
absence or inability to act, shall have all the power and
jurigdiction of the municipal judge, and it shall be his
duty to act in the same, and discharge all the duties of
said municipal judge until such vacancy is filled by
election or such absence orinability to act by the mun-
icipal judge is removed. '
Actlons and SECTION 8. Section ten of said chapter is hereby
proceedinge not gmended so as to read as follows: No action, examina-
tion or other proceeding shall be removed from said
‘court, but whenever it shall appear by affidavit that tke
muuicipal judge is interested pecuniariiy in the action,
examination or other proceedings, or that said judge is
a material witness in said action, or is within the for-
bidden degree of consarguiuity, the municipal judge
shall notify the nearest justice of the peace in the
county of Chippewa uot disqualified to try said case
or to hear said examination or other proceeding, for
the reason stated above, to appear and try said action,
or to hear said examination or other proceeding, as the
Procedurein  case may be; whereupon it shall be the daty of said
petoney of me. justice 80 notified as aforesaid, to forthwith appear at
icipal Jaoge. ‘the court room of said munici pal court, and to discharge
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the duties of judge of said municipal court on the trial
of said case, or the hearing of said examination or other
proceeding, in the same manner and with like effect as
said municipal judge would, if not disqualified to act,

and the doings of said justice of the peace, while so pre-

siding over said municipal court, shall have and be of
the same force and effect as like proceedings of said

municipal judge, and when said action, examioation or

other proceeding is concluded, a like record, as in other

like cases, shall be made in said court, and thereafter,

and thereupon, execution may be issued as in other

cases tried before said municipal judge. Said justice

of the peace, while presiding over said municipal court,

shall receive the same fees as are allowed by law to said

municipal judge for like service.

SEcTION 4.  Section twelve of said chapteris hereby ofice of juage
amended by striking out the words “in the court ',‘,';w".’pﬁlfh P-
house,” where they appear in third line of said section,
and the words “ to te selected by the county board of
supervisors of,” where they appear in lines three and
four of said section, so that saidp section, when amended,
shall read as follows: ‘The judge of the municipal
court of Chippewa county shall hold his office in some
suitable rom at Chippewa Falls, Chippewa county.”

SectioN 5. Said chapter twenty-five is hereby rights ot
amended by adding thereto an additional section, to be Piaatf.
konown as section tifteen, as follows: * In all actions
in the municipal court for the county of Chippews, the
plaintiff, if he shall obtain judgment, shall be entitled
to recover artorney-fees, as tollows: On all judgments
takea by default, when the amount of the judgment
exceeds one hundred dollars, and is less than three
hundred dollars, ten dollars; whea the amount of the
judgment is three hundred dollars or upwards, fifteen
dollars. On all other judgments, when the amount
does not exceed one hundred dollars, an amount equal
to ten percent. of the amount of the judgment. When
the amount of the judgment exceeds the sum of one
hundred dollars, ten dollars on the first one hundred
dollars, and tive per cent. on the amount of the judg-
ment in excess of one hundred dollars: provided, that
io no case shall the amount of the attorney-fees exceed
the sum of twenty dollars. And in case judgment shali
be for the defendant, he shall be entitled to recover
attorney-fees, as follows: In all cases where the plaint- Rghtsot
iff shal{ claim in his complaint one hundred dollars or *
less, an assessment equal to ten per cent. of such claim;
in all cases where the plaintiff shall claim in his com-
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plaint aJsum over one hundred dollars, ten dollars for
the first one bundred dollars, and five per cent. on the
amount claimed in excess of one hundred dollars: pro-
vided, that ip no case shall the amount of the attorney’s
fees exceed the sum of twenty dollars. The provisions
of this act shall apply to proceedings for the recovery of
possession of personal property, and the value of the
property found and claimed shall be the basis for the
taxation of attorney’s fees, and in all other civil actions
not herein provid=d for, an attorney fee of ten dollars
shall be allowed to the party in whose favor the judg-
ment is rendered : provided, however, that no attorney
fee shall be allowed unless the party who ‘recovers
judgment shall appear by an attorney of a court of
record.

SecTioN 6. A judgment, by confession, may be en-
tered before the municipal jadge of the municipal
court for the county of Chippewsa, in any sum not ex-
ceeding five hundred dollars, without action, either for
money due or to become due, or to secure any person
against contingent liability on behalf of the defendant,
or both, if a statement in writing be made, signed by
the defendant and verified by his oath, to the follow-
ing effect: First, It must state the amount for which
judgment may be entered, and authorize the entry of
Jjudgment therefor by the municipal judge of said
court. Second, If it be for money due or to become
due, it must state couacisely the fact out of which it
arose, and must show that the sum confessed therefor
is justly due or to become due. Third, If it be for
the purpose of securiug the plaintiff against a coutin-
gent liability, it must state concisely the fact coosti-
tating the liability, and must show that the sum con-
fessed does not exceed the same.

SkcrioN 7. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and atter it passage and publication.

SecTiON 1. There is hereby appropriated from the
general fund out of any money not heretofore appro-
